Grain  Stocks  on  Farms,  January  1 

Wheat. — Farm  stocks  of  wheat  on  January  1,  1934,  are 
estimated  to  be  194,136,000  bushels,  the  smallest  stocks  for 
any  January  since  information  of  this  character  has  been  col- 
lected by  the  Department  (1927).  Farm  stocks  on  Januarv  1, 
1933,  were  272,622,000  bushels,  on  January  1,  1932,  following 
the  large  crop  of  1931,  stocks  were  322,517,000  bushels,  and  the 
average  of  the  5  years,  1927-31,  was  235,188,000  bushels. 
These  reports  are  intended  to  cover  farm  stocks  of  all  wheat, 
including  stocks  from  preceding  years'  crops,  stocks  which  are 
intended  for  use  on  farms  for  seed,  food,  and  feeding  to  livestock, 
as  well  as  stocks  held  for  sale. 

The  revised  estimate  of  stocks  on  October  1,  1933,  is  309,- 
651,000  bushels.  Disappearance  of  wheat  during  the  quarter 
October  1  to  Januarv  1  was  115,515,000  bushels,  compared  with 
142,444,000  bushels 'in  the  similar  quarter  of  1932,  175,866,000 
bushels  in  1931,  and  the  5-year  average  (1926-30)  of  153,258,000 
bushels. 

Corn. — Farm  stocks  of  corn  (for  grain)  on  January  1  are 
1,422,556,000  bushels  compared  with  1,807,338,000  bushels  a 
year  earlier,  1,556,349,000  bushels  on  January  1,  1932,  and 
5-year  average  (1927-31)  stocks  of  1,369,887,000  bushels. 
These  estimates  relate  to  corn  harvested  for  grain  only.  Stocks 
of  corn  in  silage  form  are  excluded.  The  estimates  include  corn 
intended  for  feeding  on  the  farm  where  grown  as  well  as  corn 
held  for  sale. 

Disappearance  of  corn  during  the  quarter,  October  1,  1933, 
to  January  1,  1934,  is  indicated  to  have  been  918,567,000 
bushels.  This  figure  is  computed  by  adding,  to  the  October  1 
stocks  of  old  corn,  the  entire  1933  production  and  then  sub- 
tracting the  January  1  stocks.  This  does  not  allow  for  any 
1933  corn  which  may  have  been  fed  prior  to  October  1.  Simi- 
larly computed  figures  for  disappearance  in  the  final  quarter  of 
1932  are  950,943,000  bushels,  for  1931  833,199,000  bushels, 
and  the  average  for  1926-30,  902,232,000  bushels.  In  the 
drought  year  1930,  disappearance  was  746,850,000  bushels. 

Oats. — Stocks  of  oats  on  farms  on  January  1,  1934,  are 
450,448,000  bushels,  the  smallest  since  January  1  stocks  reports 
were  first  collected  by  the  Department  on  January  1,  1927. 
Stocks  of  oats  on  January  1  were  763,263,000  bushels  in  1933, 
655,804,000  bushels  in  1932,  and  693,208,000  bushels  in  1927-31 
(5-year  average) .  The  disappearance  of  oats  during  the  quarter 
was  150,181,000  bushels,  compared  with  210,799,000  bushels  in 
the  same  quarter  of  1932,  and  the  5-year  average  (1927-31) 
disappearance  for  the  quarter  of  221,688,000  bushels. 


The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  farm  price  index 
declined  3  points  to  68  percent  of  its  pre-war  level  during  the 
month  ended  December  15.  Prices  received  by  farmers  for 
wheat,  rye,  barley,  flax,  hogs,  cattle,  calves,  lambs,  and  dairy 
and  poultry  products  all  registered  net  declines  for  the  month, 
but  the  effect  of  these  declines  on  the  index  was  partly  offset  by 
advances  in  prices  received  for  corn,  fruits,  and  vegetables, 
work  animals,  and  sheep  and  wool.  Subindexes  showed  that 
chicken  and  egg  prices  had  declined  10  points  during  the  period; 
meat  animals,  7  points;  dairy  products,  2  points;  and  grains, 
1  point.  The  cotton  and  cottonseed  index  advanced  1  point 
entirely  as  a  result  of  a  rise  in  cottonseed  prices,  whereas  the 
fruit  and  vegetable  index  advanced  2  points.

The  January  1  forecast  of  orange  and  grapefruit  production 
remained  unchanged  from  the  December  1  figure.  The  total 
orange  crop  is  forecast  at  48,216,000  boxes,  which  would  be 
about  5  percent  less  than  the  50,930,000  boxes  produced  in 
1932,  and  4  percent  less  than  the  50,164,000  boxes  produced  in 
1931.  The  production  of  grapefruit  for  1933  is  forecast  at 
12,689,000  boxes.  This  would  be  about  17  percent  less  than 
the  production  in  1932  and  1931  of  15,326,000  boxes  and 
15,371,000  boxes,  respectively. 

The  California  lemon  crop  for  1933  remains  unchanged  at 
6,800,000  boxes,  which  is  only  about  1  percent  larger  than  the 
crop  of  1932,  but  about  12  percent  smaller  than  the  crop  of 
1931.  The  1933  Florida  lime  production  is  forecast  at  8,000 
boxes,  which  is  2,000  boxes  or  20  percent  less  than  the  1932 
crop,  and  1,000  boxes  or  11  percent  short  of  the  production 
in  1931.

Milk  Production 

Milk  production  per  cow  on  January  1  was  apparently  sub- 
stantially lower  than  on  that  date  last  year  and  probably  lower 
than  on  that  date  in  any  previous  year  since  1925.  The  low 
production  was  due  to  various  causes,  including  low  prices  of 
dairy  products,  the  relatively  high  cost  of  grain,  cold  weather 
from  North  Dakota  and  Missouri  eastward,  and  a  decrease  in 
the  proportion  of  the  cows  freshening  in  the  fall  and  early 
winter  months.  On  about  January  1,  crop  correspondents 
reported  for  their  own  herds  an  average  production  of  11.46 
pounds  of  milk  per  milk  cow  per  day  compared  with  11.94 
pounds  last  year  and  12.51  pounds  in  1932.  In  comparison 
with  production  on  the  same  date  in  the  preceding  year,  produc- 
tion was  reported  4  percent  lower  on  January  1,  3  percent  lower 
on  December  1,  2  percent  lower  on  November  1,  1  percent  lower 
on  October  l,and  1  percent  higher  on  September  1  and  August  1. 

Preliminary  figures  on  the  quantity  of  grain  and  mill  feeds 
being  fed  to  milk  cows  indicate  about  20  percent  less  per  cow 
was  being  fed  on  January  1  than  on  that  date  last  year.  The 
reduction  in  milk  per  cow  appears  to  be  quite  largely  offset  by  an 
increased  number  of  milk  cows  on  farms,  rather  substantial 
increases  being  reported  currentl}'  in  the  Western  Corn  Belt 
States.

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Livestock-Meats-  Wool 

Livestock  and  Meat  Situation,  November  1933 

Meat  production  during  November  was  back  to  near  record 
levels  again  after  a  somewhat  smaller  than  average  production 
in  October.  The  total  dressed  weight  of  livestock  slaughtered 
under  Federal  inspection  during  that  month,  amounting  to 
1,251,000,000  pounds,  was  18  percent  larger  than  in  November 
1932  and  12  percent  larger  than  the  5-year  average  for  the 
month.  This  brought  the  total  dressed  weight  for  the  first  11 
months  of  1933  to  12,714,000,000  pounds.  This  total  was  8.3 
percent  larger  than  that  during  the  corresponding  months  in 
1932  and  5.3  percent  larger  than  the  5-year  average  for  the 
period.  It  was  the  largest  for  the  period  in  any  year  since 
1924  when  hog  slaughterings  were  at  record  levels. 

Lamb  and  mutton  production  was  about  1  percent  smaller 
than  in  November  1932,  but  the  increases  in  the  production  of 
other  meats  amounted  to  14  percent  for  veal,  17  percent  for 
pork  and  lard,  and  24  percent  for  beef.  Lard  production  in- 
creased relatively  less  than  pork  production.  It  was  only 
about  12  percent  larger  than  that  in  November  1932.  The 
increase  in  meat  production  as  compared  with  the  5-year  aver- 
ages for  the  month  amounted  to  5  percent  for  lamb  and  mutton, 
nearly  9  percent  for  pork  and  lard,  about  19  percent  for  beef, 
and  nearly  21  percent  for  veal.  Lamb  and  mutton  production 
during  the  first  11  months  of  1933  was  about  2  percent  smaller 
than  that  in  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier  but  the  in- 
creases for  other  meats  amounted  to  6  percent  for  pork  and 
lard,  10  percent  for  veal,  and  14  percent  for  beef.

The  casein  market  in  December  was  steady  with  very  little 
activity  reported.  Trading  was  mostly  in  jobbing  lots,  princi- 
pally for  current  consumption.  Supplies  again  were  not  heav3', 
but  apparently  ample  for  all  requirements.  Car-lot  sales  on 
eastern  markets  were  mostly  made  at  13%  cents  per  pound  for 
30  mesh,  14  cents  for  70  mesh,  and  14%  cents  on  100  mesh. 
Jobbing  lots  were  about  one  half  cent  per  pound  higher. 
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Cold-Storage  Holdings 

Report  of  January  1,  1934 

Cold-storage  holdings  of  apples,  expressed  in  terms  of  barrels, 
were  reduced  during  December  by  1,245,000.  There  were  on 
hand  January  1,  1,382,000  barrels  less  than  a  year  ago  and 
1,899,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

Stocks  of  cold-pack  fruit  were  reduced  to  14,680,000  pounds 
less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  13,167,000  less  than 
the  5-year  average. 

The  out-of-storage  movement  of  creamery  butter  was 
26,956,000  pounds  compared  with  a  similar  movement  for  the 
same  period  a  year  ago  of  15,164,000  and  the  5-year  average 
movement  of  22,458,000  pounds.  The  excess  over  a  year  ago 
was  89,167,000  and  the  excess  above  the  5-year  average, 
63,649,000  pounds.

Stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  reduced  by  7,015,000 
pounds.  They  exceeded  last  year's  holdings  by  23,280,000 
and  the  5-year  average  by  10,948,000  pounds. 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  poultry  increased  by  32,268,000  pounds. 
They  were  greater  than  on  the  same  date  last  year  by  11,837,000 
and  the  5-year  average  by  6,746,009  pounds. 

Frozen  and  cured  beef  stocks  increased  by  9,000,000  pounds, 
and  exceeded  last  year's  holdings  by  more  than  36,000,000  and 
the  5-year  average  by  more  than  4,000,000  pounds. 

Frozen  and  cured  pork  stocks  increased  nearly  98,000,000 
pounds.  They  were  more  than  136,000,000  pounds  greater 
than  a  year  ago  and  54,000,000  greater  than  the  5-year  average.

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The  Price  Situation 

Summary  as  of  January  15,  1934 

Farm  prices. — Prices  of  farm  products  are  about  one  third 
higher  than  they  were  a  year  ago.  Most  of  this  advance  has 
occurred  in  crop  prices  due  to  curtailed  supplies  and  improve- 
ment in  the  demand  for  these  products.  Livestock  prices  have 
continued  low  because  of  large  marketings,  large  potential 
supplies  of  cattle,  and  relatively  high  feed  prices.  It  is  signifi- 
cant that  suspension  of  gold  payments,  improvement  in  busi- 
ness conditions  and  increased  consumer  buying  power,  however, 
have  maintained  or  increased  livestock  prices  despite  the  in- 
crease in  production  and  market  supplies. 

Although  the  rise  in  prices  of  farm  products  has  contributed 
much  to  improve  the  condition  of  farmers  by  more  than  off- 
setting reductions  in  the  size  of  many  crops,  the  benefit  pay- 
ments to  farmers  have  been  an  important  addition  to  farmers' 
incomes  during  recent  months.  The  level  of  farm  prices  has 
consequently  become  somewhat  less  significant  as  an  indicator 
of  farm  incomes.  The  significance  of  the  index  of  purchasing 
power  of  farm  products  as  measured  by  the  ratio  of  prices 
received  to  prices  paid  by  farmers  has  also  been  altered  by  the 
application  of  processing  taxes  and  benefit  payments. 

Wholesale  prices. — The  general  level  of  wholesale  prices  in 
the  United  States  has  fluctuated  within  a  range  of  103  and  104 
percent  of  the  1910-14  average  since  mid-September.  After 
reaching  the  post-war  low  point  of  87  in  early  March,  prices 
recovered  rapidly  until  July  as  economic  conditions  improved 
and  as  the  dollar  depreciated  sharply  in  foreign  exchange. 
Wholesale  prices  for  the  year  1933  averaged  about  96  percent 
of  the  pre-war  average,  or  about  2  percent  higher  than  in  1932, 
but  10  percent  less  than  in  1931. 

Business  conditions. — Industrial  activity  in  several  major 
lines  of  production  in  December  continued  the  upward  trend 
begun  the  latter  half  of  November.  Building  activity  increased 
sharply  in  December.  The  daily  average  of  contracts  awarded 
in  the  first  19  business  days  of  December  was  nearly  50  percent 
above  that  of  November  and  almost  three  times  as  large  as 
in  December  last  year,  with  all  types  of  construction  sharing 
in  the  increase.  The  Federal  Reserve  Board's  index  of  indus- 
trial production  for  November  was  73  percent  of  the  1923-25 
average,  compared  with  77  in  October  and  65  in  November  1932. 

Wheat. — Wheat  prices  in  the  United  States  during  the  past 
month  have  been  more  steady  than  for  any  like  period  of  time 
since  last  May.  At  Chicago,  May  futures  have  fluctuated 
within  a  range  of  less  than  10  cents  per  bushel  since  December  1. 
The  smaller  fluctuation  may  be  attributed  at  least  in  part  to  the 
more  stable  value  of  the  dollar,  relative  to  foreign  currencies, 
which  has  been  in  evidence  since  early  December.  Since  early 
December,  Liverpool  May  futures  have  fluctuated  but  little 
from  a  level  of  67  cents  per  bushel,  while  at  Chicago  May 
futures  have  fluctuated  about  a  level  of  approximately  85  cents 
per  bushel. 

The  condition  of  winter  wheat  as  of  December  1  is  indicated 
to  be  only  74.3  percent  of  normal  as  compared  with  a  10-year 
average  condition  of  83.5  percent  and  last  year's  figure  of  68.9 
percent.  The  poor  condition  of  the  crop  was  due  in  large 
measure  to  lack  of  moisture  in  important  wheat  regions  of  the 
Great  Plains.  Judging  from  past  relationships,  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  the  abandonment  of  1933  seedings  would  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  20  percent.  A  low  yield  also  is  likely  as  a 
result  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  crop,  so  that  under  normal 
conditions  a  crop  of  about  435,000,000  bushels  for  1934  would 
seem  likely  as  compared  with  last  year's  crop  of  351,000,000 
bushels. 

Corn. — Corn  prices  showed  some  improvement  during  Decem- 
ber as  compared  with  November,  both  farm  and  market  prices 
being  somewhat  higher.  The  strengthening  of  the  market 
may  be  attributed  in  part,  at  least,  to  the  Government  loan 
policy  on  corn  which  got  well  underway  during  December. 
This  has  tended  to  reduce  the  movement  from  farms.  The 
relatively  small  supplies  now  available  on  farms,  however,  are 
also  important  in  contributing  to  the  strength  of  prices. 

Tobacco. — Prices  for  the  several  kinds  of  tobacco  that  were 
being  marketed  in  December  moved  unevenly  during  the 
month,  with  a  general  downward  tendency.  For  Virginia,  fire- 
cured,  and  Burley,  the  selling  of  which  commenced  early  in 
December,  prices  per  pound,  which  were  reported  at  around 
6.0  cents  and  11  to  12  cents,  respectively,  caused  the  closing 
of  markets.  At  the  same  time,  action  was  taken  to  postpone 
until  after  the  holidays  the  opening  of  markets  for  One  Sucker, 
Green  River,  and  most  of  the  western  fire-cured  types.  Prices 
for  flue-cured  tobacco  as  shown  by  State  reports  declined  from 
19.2  cents  in  November  to  17.2  cents  in  December,  part  of 
which   was  a  seasonal   decline  resulting  from   changes  in  the 


quality  of  tobacco  marketed.  Flue-cured  prices  in  December 
1932  averaged   10.2  cents. 

Growers  of  the  Burley,  fire-cured,  and  dark  air-cured  types  of 
tobacco,  beginning  in  December,  have  been  offered  contracts 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  to  reduce 
production  in  1934  by  amounts  varying  from  25  percent  in  the 
case  of  fire-cured  up  to  as  much  as  50  percent  in  the  case  of 
Burley. 

Potatoes. — The  short  supply  of  late  potatoes  this  season  is 
now  being  reflected  in  rising  prices  in  central  markets.  The 
low  point  of  the  late  summer  and  fall  decline  in  potato  prices 
was  reached  early  in  November,  and  in  the  first  week  of  Jan- 
uary prices  of  all  grades  and  varieties  sold  in  central  markets 
had  risen  about  35  percent.  With  the  car-lot  movement  con- 
tinuing to  gain  over  that  of  last  season,  the  prospects  are  for 
the  shortage  in  old-stock  potatoes  to  become  more  pronounced 
and  for  prices  to  advance  steadily  until  about  April,  when  the 
southern  new  crop  usually  begins  to  move  in  volume. 

Hogs. — The  seasonal  decline  in  hog  prices  which  started 
after  mid-October  continued  through  the  first  half  of  Decem- 
ber, but  in  the  final  week  of  1933  prices  strengthened  and 
further  advances  occurred  during  the  first  part  of  January. 
Prices  in  the  second  week  of  the  new  year  were  about  30  cents 
per  100  pounds,  or  10  percent,  higher  than  at  the  low  point 
in  December.  In  view  of  prospects  for  a  greater-than-average 
seasonal  reduction  in  hog  slaughter  supplies  during  the  next  3 
|  months  and  a  somewhat  stronger  demand  for  hog  products 
than  prevailed  in  the  two  previous  winters,  further  seasonal 
improvement  in  hog  prices  may  be  expected. 

Cattle. — Cattle  prices  in  December  recovered  slightly  from 
the  very  low  level  reached  in  mid-November  largely  as  a  result 
of  some  seasonal  reduction  in  market  receipts.  Except  for 
November,  however,  the  Chicago  average  price  of  all  grades  of 
slaughter  steers  for  December  was  the  lowest  since  last  April. 
Purchases  of  a  fairly  large  number  of  canner  cows  or  of  beef 
from  such  cows  by  the  Federal  Surplus  Relief  Corporation 
during  the  present  month  may  strengthen  the  cattle  market 
to  some  extent,  especially  for  the  lower  grades.  With  smaller 
supplies  of  fed  cattle  available  for  the  first  quarter  of  1933  and 
reduced  market  supplies  of  other  livestock  probable,  it  seems 
likely  that  some  advance  in  the  prices  of  all  kinds  of  cattle 
combined  will  occur  during  this  period.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  normal  seasonal  movement  of  prices  of  the  better 
grades  of  slaughter  cattle  is  downward  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  a  substantial  price  rise  in  the  case  of  these  grades 
will  depend  to  a  considerable  extent  upon  further  improvement 
in  consumer  buying  power. 

Butter. — Butter  production  in  November  was  2.4  percent 
larger  than  a  year  earlier;  this  was  the  smallest  increase  over 
the  same  month  of  the  preceding  year  since  May.  Cold-storage 
stocks  are  unusually  large,  but  a  considerable  amount  of  Gov- 
ernment-owned butter  that  is  to  be  used  for  relief  is  included 
in  the  storage  holdings.  Butter  prices  declined  sharply  in 
mid-December  when  it  was  announced  that  purchases  by  the 
Dairy  Marketing  Corporation  were  to  be  discontinued.  The 
farm  price  of  butterfat  is  unusually  low  in  relation  to  prices  of 
feed  grains.  With  this  price  relationship  and  the  short  supplies 
of  feed  grains  it  is  probable  that  the  rise  in  production  from  the 
seasonal  low  point  in  November  till  the  beginning  of  the  pasture 
season  will  be  less  than  the  usual  seasonal  increase.  On  De- 
cember 15  the  farm  price  of  butterfat  in  relation  to  feed  grains 
was  the  lowest  for  that  date  since  1917. 

Cheese. — Cheese  production  is  relatively  light,  but  storage 
stocks  are  large,  and  with  the  sharp  decline  in  butter  prices, 
cheese  prices  also  declined.  Consumer  expenditures  for  cheese 
continue  somewhat  less  than  in  the  same  months  of  1932.  Low 
prices  of  dairy  products  in  relation  to  farm  prices  of  feed  grains 
indicate  a  relatively  small  production  in  1934  prior  to  the 
pasture  season. 

Eggs  and  chickens. — Market  prices  of  eggs  declined  in  De- 
cember from  their  usual  seasonal  peak.  There  are  indications 
that  egg  production  is  increasing  at  somewhat  more  than  the 
usual  seasonal  rate.  However,  production  is  small  at  present 
and  is  likely  to  continue  to  be  relatively  light,  with  a  tendency 
to  strengthen  the  price  situation  until  early  spring.  Storage 
stocks  also  are  relatively  low  though  larger  than  last  year's 
very  small  stocks.  Consumption  of  eggs  continues  at  a  high  level. 
In  the  poultry  market  plentiful  current  supplies  and  storage 
stocks  are  likely  to  keep  prices  low,  until  spring. 

Lambs. — The  gradual  improvement  in  lamb  prices  which 
developed  in  November  continued  through  December  and  into 
early  January,  notwithstanding  that  slaughter  supplies  in  De- 
cember were  10  percent  larger  than  in  December,  1932.  Prices 
in  the  second  week  in  January  were  at  the  highest  level  since 
mid-August  1933.  Supplies  of  fed  lambs  for  the  remainder  of 
the  winter  and  the  early  spring  are  indicated  to  be  smaller  than 
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a  year  earlier,  consumer  buying  power  is  greater,  and  wool 
prices  are  at  a  much  higher  level  than  they  were  a  year  ago, 
consequently  further  seasonal  improvement  in  lamb  prices  is 
in  prospect. 

Wool. — Trading  in  the  Boston  wool  market  has  been  rather 
slow  during  the  past  month.  Reports  of  active  trading  and  higher 
prices  in  foreign  markets,  however,  have  given  considerable 
support  to  the  domestic  market  and  prices  have  been  main- 
tained with  a  few  lines  showing  slight  advances.  The  marketing 
season  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  continues  to  be  featured  by 
relatively  heavy  exports  despite  the  smaller  production.  Open- 
ing prices  at  Sydney,  Australia,  in  January  were  reported  to  be 
7J4  to  12K'  percent  higher  than  at  the  closing  sales  at  this  center 
on  December  14.  Changes  in  domestic  wool  prices  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1934  will  depend  to  a  considerable  extent  upon 
the  maintenance  of  the  present  levels  of  manufacturing  activity 
in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries. 

Cotton. — Cotton  prices  in  domestic  markets  were  rather 
steady  during  the  first  half  of  December.  Toward  the  end  of 
December,  however,  prices  began  an  upward  movement  and  by 
January  11  the  average  price  of  middling  %-inch  cotton  in  the 
10  spot  markets  was  10. SO  cents  per  pound — the  highest  for  the 
season  to  date,  although  about  %  of  a  cent  below  the  high  point 
reached  last  July.  Except  for  7  days  in  mid-July  when  the  10- 
market  average  was  above  11  cents,  the  average  on  January  11 
of  10.80  cents  was  the  highest  since  August  1930. 

European  mills  on  the  whole  apparently  maintained  their 
activity  during  December  at  levels  near  those  existing  during 
November,  though  trade  reports  indicate  declines  in  some  of  the 
smaller  countries.  In  Japan,  mill  activity  is  being  maintained 
at  or  near  record  levels  with  very  large  proportions  of  American 
cotton  being  used.

:  These  index  numbers  are  based  on  retail  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities 
used  in  living  and  production  reported  quarterly  for  March,  June,  September,  and 
December.  The  indexes  for  other  months  are  straight  interpolations  between  the 
successive  quarterly  indexes. 

At  68  percent  of  pre-war,  the  mid-December  farm  price 
index  was  16  points  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  All  subgroup 
indexes  were  above  December  1932,  except  chickens  and  eggs. 
Grain  prices  were  up  40  points;  cotton  and  cottonseed,  34  points; 
fruit  and  vegetables,  24  points;  and  dairy  products,  7  points. 
Meat  animal  prices  averaged  the  same  as  on  December  15, 
1932,  but  chicken  and  egg  prices  were  down  26  points.
